The ordinance placing a tax of 
2 cents on each package of cigar-

will become effective when signed.

MAUCH CHUNK, Pa., June 7 
(AP)—District Attorney Albert 
Heimbach gaid today that 14-year- 
old Joan Stevens was clutching a | 
toy cap. pistol when shot Monday 
night by a State trooper, who con- 
tends he fired in self-defense. 

Heimbach exhibited the cap pistol 
outside the Carbon County court- 
house, but declared it could have 
been mistaken for a real weapon. 

He had said he would press a 
grand-jury investigation regardless 
of the inquest verdict.

Coroner’s jury said only that the 
girl met her death “from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by Corporal Ben 
Franklin of the Pennsylvania mo- 
tor. police.” 

Franklin was held in $5000 bail 
on a homicide charge. 

The police story was that the girl 
was killed on a street corner in 
nearby Nesquehoning when she 
threatened to “blow the heads off’ 
two troopers who sought to ques- 
tion her about a bank robbery tip 
she had given police, 

Joseph Gallagher, an undertaker 
to whom police delivered the girl's 
body, reported he found five bullet 
holes circling her heart and a bul- 
let in her forehead. 

Complaining they were not noti- 
fied of their daughter’s death until 
the day after she was shot, the 
girl’s mother and father arrived 
from their Nesquehoning home to- 
day for the inquest. 

Mrs. John Stevens. said her 
daughter failed to return home 
after being sent to a store Monday 
to get food for her father’s lunch 
pail. 

The family mingled with a crowd 
around the automobile in which the 
girl was shot but did not learn 
what had happened until yesterday, 
Mrs. Stevens said. 

She searched anxiously for her 
missing daughter and went to a 
mountainside inn run by the girl’s 
aunt. Stevens was summoned from 


a mine shaft yesterday morning|“ 


and notified his daughter had been 
shot. 

The shooting took place in a po- 
lice car when the girl kept an 
appointment with Franklin and 
Private Edward J. Switaj. 

The girl, who climbed into the 
back seat of the police car as it 
drew up to a curb, ended the inter- 
view when, according to police, she 
drew a pistol from her purse and 
shouted to the policemen, sitting 
in the front seat, “I'll blow your 
heads off.” 

Police said Franklin pulled his 
own pistol and fired about four 
shots into Miss Stevens’ chest. Po- 
lice said they knew of no reason 
for the girl’s act, but that at the 
time she was being questioned about 
her identity.

EMBASSY ATTACHES 
SWIM TO AID HIM 


Francisco Sarabia, Who 
Bore Goodwill Message 
to Roosevelt, Dead When 
Craft Is Raised. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
Francisco Sarabia, Mexico’s fore- 
most flyer, fell to his death in the 
Potomac River today in the plane 
which had carried him in record 
non-stop speed last month from 
Mexico City to New York. 

Four minutes after the 39-year- 
old aviator took off from’ the 
Army’s Bolling Field on a projected 
1700-mile flight to visit his mother 
in Mexico, his motor stalled, the 


ship nosed over and struck the 
water from an altitude of hardly 
100 feet. 

The plane, loaded with 250 gal- 
lons of gasoline, hit .in 15 feet 
of water, 75 feet from the shore. 

While his wife, Agripina, and 
his 10-year-old son, Francisco Jr., 
looked on in horror, two members 
of the Mexican Embassy § staff 
peeled off their coats and swam 
for the craft. 

Tried to Pull Him Out. 

Dr. Luis Quintanilla, the Em- 
bassy’s Minister-Counselor, reached 
the plane first. 

“T grabbed him by the foot and 
tried to pull him out, hoping he 
was still alive,” said Quintanilla. 
“But we were unable to get him 
out.” 

A Navy diver attached a line to 
the little biplane, and after two 
hours a crane pulled it to the 
shore. 

An army doctor said he believed 
the flyer’s neck was broken at the 
moment of impact. 

Hacksaws were needed to get 
the body out. The widow, when 
her husband’s body was carried in 
on a stretcher, fell on it weeping. 

Sarabia, who presented a good- 
will message to President Roose- 
velt from President Lazaro Car- 
denas of Mexico Monday, was guest 
of honor at an Embassy reception 
last night. 

“It is near,” he said of his 1700- 
mile distant home, when asked if 
he planned to stop en route. He 
called his ship—a reconditioned 
racer—“The Sky Conqueror.” 

Roosevelt Offers Plane. 

The body was taken to a funeral 
home preparatory to its return to 
Mexico, where plans already had 
been made to give him a hero’s wel- 
come home. 

President Roosevelt directed the 
offer to the Mexican Government 
of an American plane to return 
Sarabia’s body to Mexico City. 

Sarabia’s plane remained half 
submerged in the river, nose down, 
while the crew of the truck with 
the crane waited for the tide to 
aid in hoisting it completely out 
of the water. 


ROOSEVELT GETTING WORK 
DONE BEFORE KING ARRIVES 


No Appointments for Tomorrow 
Through Sunday; to Go to Hyde 
Park to Await Guests. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt held his calling 
list to a minimum today and White 


House officials said he had made 
no appointments from tomorrow 
through Sunday in order to be free 
for the visit of Britain’s sovereigns. 

Roosevelt worked last night in 
his study clearing up his desk 
there and arranged to spend the 
afternoon in similar work at his 
desk in the executive office. 

He will leave for Hyde Park, 
N. Y., about midnight Friday and 
will wait there until the British vis- 
itors arrive late Saturday for an 
over-night and Sunday stay at the 
Roosevelt family home. 

The President will attend grad- 
uating exercises Monday at the 
military academy at West Point, 
and will make a brief address, re- 
turning to Washington that night.

ENVOY EXPECTED 
TO SPEED ACTION 


Prime Minister Asserts Fin- 
land, Estonia and Latvia 
Have Said They Do Not 


Desire Guarantee. 


LONDON, June 7 (AP).—Great 
Britain decided today to send a 
special envoy to Moscow to speed 
up negotiations to bring Russia 
into the British-French front. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain an- 
nounced the decision in the House 
of Commons and said that the en- 
voy would go with instructions to 
“facilitate and accelerate” attempts 
to complete the proposed three- 
Power mutual assistance pact. 

Although the name of the envoy 


Was not announced, Chamberlain 
said he would be a representative 
of the Foreign Office, a civil serv- 
ant and not a member of the Gov- 
ernment, 

The press association’s diplomat- 
ic correspondent, who has close con- 
nections with the British Govern- 
ment, said the special envoy would 
be William Strang, Foreign Office 
expert who accompanied Chamber- 
lain to Berchtesgaden, Godesberg 
and Munich last September. Strang 
formerly was Charge d’Affaires of 
the British embassy in Moscow. 

The Prime Minister deciared that 
Great Britain and Soviet Russia 
were agreed in principle, but that 
there still were some obstacles, 
such as opposition of Baltic states 
to being given guarantees of as- 
sistance against aggression by the 
three-Power group. 

Attitude of Baltic States. 

A special British representative, 
he said, would be in a position to 
inform Sir William Seeds, British 
Ambassador to Moscow, on the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude and thus avoid 
further delays. 

He continued that Finland, Lat- 


via and Estonia had expressed op- 


position to receiving guarantees, 


wm Such 26 Russia had proposed, and 


athat the British Government did 

not want to impose guarantees on 
states against their will. Estonia 
and Latvia today signed non-ag- 
gression pacts with Germany in 
Berlin. 

He said the British Government 
Was satisfied that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was prepared to conclude 
an agreement on the basis of full 
reciprocity. 

Chamberlain said Britain has 
made it clear that she was ready 
immediately and without reserve 
to join the French Government in 
giving Russia full military support 
in the event of aggression involv- 
ing her in war with a European 
Power. 

He added that Britain had been 
able to satisfy the Soviet Govern- 
ment on the question of reciproc- 
ity. 

“It is manifestly impossible to 
impose guarantees on states which 
do not desire it,” Chamberlain de- 
clared. 

The Prime Minister gave no im- 
mediate indication whom he had in 
mind as the envoy to Moscow. 

To End Long Delays. 

The envoy, he said, would be in- 
structed to give British Ambassa- 
dor Sir William Seeds “full infor- 
mation as to the attitude of the 
British Government on all out- 
atanding points.” 

The purpose in sending a special 
representative to Moscow was un- 
derstood to be to end the long de- 
lays which have resulted from the 
exchange of diplomatic notes. 

Outlining Britain’s views on the 
latest Soviet note, the Prime Minis- 
ter said: : 

“It is not intended that the mili- 
tary support which the three Pow- 
ers (Britain, France and Russia) 
had agreed to extend should be con- 
fined to actual aggression on their 
own territory. 

“It is possible to imagine action 
in which any one of the three gov- 
ernments might feel its security 
was indirectly menaced by the ac- 
tion of another European Power.” 

“These cases have been reviewed 
in detail and I hope it may be 
possible now to suggest a formula 
acceptable to the three govern- 
ments which, while having regard 
to the interests of other states, 
will insure co-operation between 
these Powers in resistance to ag- 
gression. 

“There remain one or two diffi- 
culties to be resolved. In particu- 
lar the position of certain states 
which do not want to receive a 
guarantee on the ground that it 


would compromise the strict neu-. 


trality which they desire to pre- 
serve.”

MOSCOW, June 7 (AP).—The

\cheslav Molotov’s publicly spoken 
| conditions—including a promise of

The editorial disclosed for the 
first time in Moscow that a formal 
reply had been delivered. Foreign 
Commissar Molotov told the Su- 
preme Soviet, or parliament, last 
Wednesday that the Soviet Union 
considered the British-French pro- 
posals inadequate. 

Pravda said that the formal re- 
ply formulated minimum condi- 
tions for “organization of a de- 
fensive front for peace against fur- 
ther extension of aggression in Eu- 
rope. These conditions are as fol- 
lows: 

“Firstly, conclusion of an effec- 
tive pact for mutual assistance 
against aggression among Great 
Britain, France and the U. S. 8. R.; 

Secondly, the rendering of assist- 
ance on the part of Great Britain, 
France and the U. 8. 8S. R..to those 
five countries to which Great Brit- 
ain and France already have guar- 
anteed their assistance against ag- 
gression, and 

“Thirdly, the rendering of assist- 
ance on the part of Great Britain, 
France and the U. 8. 8S. R. to three 
well-known Baltic states against vi- 
olation of their neutrality by ag- 
gressors, and, 

“Finally, conclusion of a concrete 
agreement on methods, forms and 
dimensions of assistance. 

“A peculiar feature of the present 
stage of negotiations is that the 
Soviet proposals not only reflect the 
position of the Government but 
also express the will of the supreme 
Soviet itself... .” 

Baltic States and Belgium. 

Finland, Estonia and Latvia were 
the three countries described as 
“three well Known Baltic states.” 
(Belgium was apparently the fifth

GERMANY SIGNS TREATIES 
WITH TWO BALTIC STATES 


Hitler’s Newspaper Says Agree- 
ments Are Drastic Answer to 
President Roosevelt. 


BERLIN, June 7 (AP).—Germany} 
concluded non-aggression pacts to- 
day with Estonia and Latvia, and 
Adolf Hitler’s newspaper, Voelki- 
scher Beobachter, called the signing 
a “new, drastic answer by _ the 
‘threatened’ (nations) to the Ameri- 
can President Roosevelt.” 

The newspaper declared the 

agreements “constitute a painful 
setback for the feverish efforts of 
the world democracy to win over 
Bolshevism for its anti-German 
front.” 
The agreements were signed at 
the German Foreign Office. They 
had been under discussion for more 
than a month. Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
offered such pacts to six Baltic 
states. The other four are Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden and Fin- 
land. 

Norway, Sweden and Finland re- 
plied they didn’t consider them- 
selves threatened and wanted no 
such commitments. Denmark signed 
May 31. A similar pact was con- 
cluded with Lithuania shortly after 
the German annexation of Memel- 
land in March. 

Estonia and Latvia were among 
the 31 nations listed by President 
Roosevelt in his message to Hitler 
asking for assurances that Ger- 


many had no aggressive designs on| 


them.

Te testified before a sub-commit- 
tee headed by Senator La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, which is con- 
sidreing a bill to discourage use of 
strikebreakers and labor spies. 

The legislation provides that em- 
ployers shall not pay strike- 
breakers higher wages than the 
strikers whose jobs they take. 

Kuhl said that in his years as a 
strikebreaker he never had heard 
of a “fink” being prosecuted for 
thefts from the “plant where he 
worked and that companies wrote 
off losses of this nature as the cost 
of breaking strikes. 

During the New Orleans street- 
car strike, he continued, the plat- 
form men retained all the fares, 
splitting with the motormen, the 
workers at the car barns and even 
with the head of the strikebreaking 
agency that employed them.

The actual reception of the royal 
pair will occur in a polished pri- 
vate room in the old station. The 
room has been furnished with smart 
new furniture. Its wall$ and those 
of the station have been hung with 
flags and bunting of the two na- 
tions. 

Two regiments of the New York 
National Guard have been detailed 
to stations along the route from 
here through Buffalo to the Penn- 
sylvania State line. City and State 
police are assigned to supplement- 
ary posts. 

A telephone intercommunication 
system has been set up for the 
guards to advise those posted 
ahead of the progress of the royal 
party.

Americans Join in Greeting Royal 
Pair at Windsor. 
WINDSOR, Ont., June 7 (AP).— 
King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth viewed a United States city for 
the first time last night as they 
looked across the Detroit River to 
the Michigan metropolis. The tall 
buildings of downtown Detroit stood 
out sharply in the twilight. First 
evening lights twinkled. Members 
of the royal party said the King 
and Queen remarked that _ the 
American skyline was a “wonderful 

sight.” 

On the Detroit side of the river 
an immense banner reading, “De- 
troit Welcomes Their Majesties,” 
was visible. 

The King and Queen experienced 
the most gruelling day of their 


= |Canadian tour yesterday. For hours 


they stood on the back platform of 
their train as it passed through 
towns and even the _ crossroads 
which were crowded with automo- 
biles and people. 

King George kept up a seemingly 
endless round of greetings, despite 
the pain of an elbow injury suf- 
fered as the train came to a sudden 
halt at Stratford, throwing him 
against the wall of the platform. 
He rubbed the joint briskly at 
intervals during the 13-minute 
stop. 

Approximately 250,000 Canadians 
and Americans watched from along 
a five-mile stretch of railroad track 
as the royal train slowly entered 
and left Windsor, a city of 100,000. 

At the station in downtown Wind- 
sor the King and Queen received 
an ovation and a 21-gun salute as 
they stepped onto a flower-decked 
platform. Mayor David Croll of 
Windsor and later Mayor Richard 
W. Reading of Detroit greeted 
them. 

Closely surrounded by Royal Ca- 
nadian Mounted Police in scarlet 
jackets, the King and Queen left 
the platform and circled it while 
Shaking hands and chatting with 
war veterans. 

Huge floodlights illuminated the 
scene. The party was behind sched- 
ule and it was dark when the royal 
train arrived. 

Its departure left 35,000 Canadian 
school children disappointed. Orig- 
inal plans for only one stop in 
Windsor had been altered to allow 
for a five-minute halt in front of 
the stands where the youngsters 
had waited hours in the hot sun. 
The King and Queen were on the 
observation coach platform as it 
passed the children but the train 
failed to halt. 

Just off the Canadian shore of the 
Detroit River there was a line of 
passenger liners, excursion boats 
and private yachts. These let loose 
with their whistles and bells as the 


royal train slowly moved away in|

New Alloy Patented by Chemical 
Foundation Which Will 
License Its Use. 

NEW YORK, June 6 (AP). — 


Silver steel, a new stainless alloy 
which resists sea water corrosion, 
was announced today by the 
Chemical Foundation. 


The new alloy is made by add- 
ing a small amount of silver, never 
more than 2 per cent and _ fre- 
quently less than 1 per cent to the 
present stainless steels that con- 
tain chromium and nickel. 

Silver steel was developed at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology with funds from the Chem- 
ical Foundation. The latter a non- 
profit corporation, has patented 
the discovery and announces that 
the patent will be available for 
license to American industry. 

The discovery was made by Al- 
bert L. Kaye and Robert S. Wil- 
liams, of Belmont, and John Wulff, 
of Cambridge, Mass.

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NEVER AGAIN. 

Two bills have been introduced in the United States 
Senate to prohibit the advertising of alcoholic bev- 
erages. Senator Johnson of Colorado, author of Bill 
S. 517, would banish such advertising from the air. 
Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas, with Bill S. 575, 
would exclude it from both print and radio. Their 
purpose is obvious. It is to kill a legalized business 
by depriving it of a legitimate and necessary function. 

Newspapers that criticise those bills will doubtless

est. They have advertising to sell. A source of reve- 
nue is threatened.
